'iess man. A simplified method of

A. First, there are the excess pro- 


'its taxes which are shifted and which 
are pyramided by every manufacturer 
and dealer along the line. Then there 
are the special excise taxes. He pays 
hese special taxes on his automobile, 
ils tiros, motor accessories, his watch, 
his wife's fur coat, his chewing gum. 
movie tickets, sodas and soft drinks 
and a host of other things which, in 
common with all other classes, he 
auys for his comfort. 
These special 


excise taxes amount to from 10 to 20 
cents on every dollar. 


Q. Would the farmer be the loser by 


the imposition of a sales tax? 


A. On the contrary, as a heavy con- 


sumer he would be the distinct gain- 
er. 


Q. Do the farmers know that their 


Indirect consumption taxes have been

burdens from'dealer to dealer? 


A. The farmer is awakening to the 


actual facts. Farmers know that taxes 
have been shifted to them. They know 
thai the business taxes are not tiorne 
solely by corporations, partnerships 
and sole traders.
